Capt. John Ellis, of Kewanee, Ill., President of the 
Combination Bridge Co., died in Sioux City, la., on May 
16, aged 76 years. 

Mr. Adelbert Prentice, Civil Engineer, died at Willard, 
N. Y., on May 21, aged 60 years. He was a graduate of 
Cornell University. 

Mr. John Philip Miller, of Chicago, Ill, a pioneer 
builder of water-works in the Northwest, died at his home 
in that city on May 21. 

Mr. William C. Brandegee, Civil Engineer, employed by 
the Central R. R. of New Jersey, was struck by a train 
and killed at Communipaw Ave., Jersey City, N. J., on 
May 24, while superintending the laying of new track 
on that road. 

Mr. Oscar Whitford, Civil and Mining Engineer, died 
at Saratoga, N. Y., on May 23. Mr. Whitford had been at 
different times professionally employed by the United 
States and Chilean governments, and in mining enter- 
prises in California, Mexico, Idaho and Colorado. 

Mr. James F. Mann, formerly President and Manager of 
the Utica & Mohawk R. R. of Utica, N. Y., died in that 
city last week.

Mr. Gottlieb Geuder, a former Civil Engineer, died at 
his home in Cleveland, O., on May 15, aged 49 years. He 
was a graduate of the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, 
class of 1876. Upon leaving college he received a position 
on the Lake Shore road, and was later appointed Civil 
Engineer by the Government, and assigned to duty along 
the Mississippi River. Afterward he became connected with 
the Brown Hoisting Machine Co. In 1886, Mr. Geuder 
retired from engineering and associated himself with E. 
G. Krause & Co., in the coal and mining business, with 
which company he was until recently connected. 

Mr. Eugene C. Spalding, Vice-President of the Atlanta, 
Knoxville & Northern Ry., died at his home in Atlanta, 
Ga.. on May 25. Mr. Spalding was born in 1862, and had 
been in railway service since 1878. In 1894 he was ap- 
pointed Receiver of the Atlantic & Florida Ry., and in 
1896 Receiver of the Marietta & North Georgia Ry. When 
this latter company was reorganized as the Atlanta, 
Knoxville & Northern, Mr. Spalding became Vice-Presi- 
dent, and so remained till his death. He was also Presi- 
dent and General Manager of the Southern Iron Car Line, 
and General Manager of the Southern Railway Equip- 
ment Co., the Express Coal Line, the Southeastern Line, 
and the Georgia Car Co., these various companies controll- 
ing about 12,000 freight cars. 

Capt. George Cowie, U. S. N., was struck by a train at 
the Milton St. crossing of the Pennsylvania R. R. in Rah- 
way, N. J., on May 22, and died from the effect of his in- 
juries the following morning. He was standing on a 
track waiting for a train to pass in the opposite direction, 
and being slightly deaf, as a result of gun concussions, did 
not hear the approach of the express train on that track. 
Captain Cowie was born in Scotland in 1846, and entered 
the Navy as Acting Third Assistant Engineer in 1864. He 
was honorably discharged in 1867, and in 1870 was com- 
missioned Second Assistant Engineer. In 1892 he was ad- 
vanced to the rank of Chief Engineer. He served through 
the Spanish-American War, and was on duty on the bat- 
tleship ‘‘Indiana’’ during the destruction of Admiral Cer- 
vera’s fleet off Santiago, Cuba. For his services in that 
engagement he was advanced three numbers.

IRON AND STEEL INSTITUTE.—The council of the 
Institute has awarded the Andrew Carnegie gold medal 
for 1902 to Dr. J. A. Mathews, of New York, for research 
carried out by him as a holder of an Andrew Carnegie Re- 
search scholarship during the past year Dr. Mathews 
is the first one to receive this medal He has held 
a fellowship at Columbia College, New York, and has 
there carried on research work under Prof. H. M. Howe 
The council has also awarded six Carnegie Research 
scholarships, each of the value of £100, for the coming year. 
The successful candidates are: Octave Boudouard, College 
of France, Paris, France; Wm. Campbell, Columbia Col- 
lege, New York; Alfred Campion, Cooper's Hill, Scotland; 
Percy Longmuir, Manchester, England; Ernest Schott, 
Royal Testing Institution at Charlottenburg, Germany; F 
H. Wigham, Wakefield, England 

CHEMICAL SOCIETIES.—Several papers of engineering 
interest were presented before a joint meeting of the New 
York section of the Society of Chemical Industry, the 
American Chemical Society, the Verein Deutscher Cbhemi- 
ker, and the Chemists’ Club at the house of the latter 
organization, 108 W. 53th St., New York, on May 23. Mr 
Cc. B. Schultz spoke on ‘‘The Goldschmidt Aluminothermic 
Inventions,’’ giving demonstrations of some applications 
He reduced iron and manganese from their oxides, cast 
welded two pieces of tubing together, cast-welded a cast 
iron lug to a steel plate, and finally cast-welded together 
the ends of two girder rails. The striking feature of all 
these experiments was that only a few seconds were re 
quired to develop a very large amount of heat—in the last 
experiment, for instance, something like a hundred pound 
of cast iron had flowed out of the crucible within about a 
minute from touching a match to the mass. This same 
experiment was made a little more interesting than Iif- 
tended by a weak point in the mold, which let the white 
hot metal out on the wooden floor. The following two pa- 
pers were “On the Analysis of Portland Cement,’’ by 
Stanger and Blount, and ‘Further Notes on Cement 
Testing,’’ by Prof. S. 1. Peckham. Messrs. Stanger and 
Blount, cement experts to the British Admiralty, raised 
in their paper a strong protest against the proposed action 
of the Society of Chemical Industry in establishing a uni 
form procedure for chemical analysis of Portland cements 
Besides maintaining that any code of procedure of that 
kind was to be deprecated as interfering with the chemists 
freedom of thought and action, they criticized a number 
of the detail matters contained in the proposed method 
The other side of the question was defended in discussion 
by Mr. Clifford Richardson, Dr. W. F. Hillebrand, Dr. 
Chas. F. McKenna and others. The paper of Professor 
Peckham also touched some points connected with the 
proposed procedure. 

An interesting set of tables was presented by Messrs 
Stanger and Blount, giving the results of a large number 
of analyses of all the best British Portlands, many Con- 
tinental and some European Portlands. The table showed 
that insoluble matter, which is taken as the criterion of 
excellence of manufacture, and the determination of which 
was one of the main points in the paper, is present in very 
much smaller amounts in cements made by the rotary- 
kiln method; an excellent average for the old-style kiln 
cements is 1.00% insoluble matter, while those made in 
rotary kilns average 0.25 to 0.40%. The last paper read 
was a short communication of Mr. D. Woodman on “A 
Chemical Method for Detecting Defective Welding in Boiler 
Tubes.’’ Several pieces of boiler tubes having been sub 
mitted to him for test, some of them from tubes that had 
corroded and failed rapidly, the others from satisfactory 
tubes, he had found practically identical material in both. 
It had then been suggested that defective welding might 
be the cause of the trouble, and this was found to be the 
case. The pieces were laid in a 10% solution of sulphuric 
acid; the sound tubes were attacked uniformly all around, 
simply showing the weld as an etched line, but the other 
tubes were eaten away rapidly on the line of the weld, 
and formed there a deep slit or crack. 

The death of Prof. Henry Morton was announced, and 
then Prof. C. F. Chandler, of Columbia College, a life- 
long friend of his, gave a short but most appreciative re- 
view of the life and work of the deceased. The assembled 
societies gave expression to their condolence by rising.
